Hanna is firm and confident, but re­ 
alizes that the nomination must be 
made today, for fear that a delay may

McKinley Men In Control 
St. Lonis, Mo.,June 17—[Special]— 
The convention met again at 2 o’clock 
after an hour’s recess for lunch. 
The platform as sent out this morn- 


the significance of the Rabbi’s out­ 
stretched hands and stood for three 
minutes with bowed heads. 
The first demonstration of the con­ 
vention came when Chairman Carter 
introduced Charles W. Fairbanks of 
Indiana as the temporary presiding 
officer. William H. Sutherland of the 
New York delegation seconded Mr. 
Fairbanks’ nomination, and his selec­ 
tion was Indorsed by the unanimous 
vote of the delegates. 
As Mr. Fair­ 
banks stepped forward to deliver his 
speech a wave of applause ran around 
the galleries. He said in part: 
“Gentlemen of the Convention:—I 
am profoundly grateful for this ex­ 
pression of your generous confidence. 
As citizens we were never called upon 
to discharge a more Important duty 
than that which rests upon us—the 
nomination of a President and Vice- 
President of the United States. 
This 
duty Is a peculiarly impressive one at 
the moment, for it is already written 
In the book of fate that the choice of 
this convention wil be the next Presi­ 
dent and Vice-President of the great 
republic.” 
The democratic administration he 
Mamed for the past three years of 
panic, wasted energy, anxiety and loss 
to the American people,” and pro­ 
nounced an eloquent eulogy upon the 
past' record of’the republican party. 
Passing to the recent issuing of 
bonds, he said: 
To meet the monthly deficit and 
protect our credit and save the govern­ 
ment from protest the president has 
been forced to sell bonds; in other 
words, he has been obliged to mortgage 
the future in a time of peace to meet 
the current obligations of the govern­ 
ment. This is in sharp contrast with 
the republican record. Our tariff laws 
not only raised revenue, but they pro­ 
tected our domestic industries; they 
impartially protected the farmer and 
manufacturer, both north and south. 
Not only that, but they also raised suf­ 
ficient revenue to gradually reduce the 
public debt and without imposing a 
grievous burden upon the people. Dur­ 
ing the administration 
of 
Harrison 
$236,000,000 of obligations were paid, 
while Cleveland, during the last three 
years, ha9 added to our interest-bear­ 
ing debt $262,000,000. 
Against such 
democratic financiering the republican 
party enters its emphatic protest. 
“Having attempted to reverse the 
tariff policy of the United States with 
such lamentable results, the democrat­ 
ic party now proposes to reverse the 
currency policy. The present currency 
system is the fruit of republican wis­ 
dom. It has been adequate to all our 
past necessities and if uncorrupted will 
meet our future 
requirements. 
Our 
greatest prosperity was attained when 
republican currency laws were in full 
operation. When the republican party 
was in power our currency was good; 
it was made as good as the best on the 
globe. We made sound money and we 
also made an honest protective tariff 
to go with it. 
Sound money and an 
honest protective tariff go hand 
in 
hand together,not one before the other. 
The very foundation of a sound cur­ 
rency system is a solvent treasury. If 
the people doubt the integrity of the 
treasury they will question the sound­ 
ness of the currency. Recognizing this 
fundamental fact the republican party 
always provided ample revenue for the 
treasury. 
“The republican party has not been 
unfriendly to the proper use of silver. 
it nas always ravoreu ana favors to-aa> 
the use of silver as a part of our cir­ 
culating medium. 
But it favo.%* that 
use under such provisions and safe­ 
guards as shall not imperil our present 
national standard. 
The policy of the 
republican party is to retain both gold

An attempt to 
coin unlimited dollars of such unequal 
value to circulate at a parity is bad 
in morals and is vicious in policy. 
Sound thinkers upon the great question 
of the currency know from the begin­ 
ning of the experiment how miserably 
and certainly it would fail.

rious injury would be inflicted upon the 
laborers, the farmers, the merchants, 
and all those whose welfare depends 
upon a wholesome commerce. A change 
from the present standard to the low 
silver standard would cut down the 
recompense of labor, reduce the value 
of the savings in savings banks and 
building and loan associations, salaries 
and incomes would shrink, pensions 
would be cut in two, the beneficiaries 
of life insurance would suffer; in short, 
the injury would be so universal and 
far-reaching that radical change can 
be contemplated only with the gravest 
apprehension. 
“A sound-money currency is one of 
the essential instruments in developing 
our commerce. It is the purpose of the 
republican party not only to develop 
our domestic trade, but to extend our 
commerce into the uttermost parts of 
the earth. 
We should not begin our 
contest for commercial supremacy by 
destroying our currency standard. All 
the leading powers with which we 
must compete suspended the free coin­ 
age of silver when the increased pro­ 
duction of silver forced the commercial 
ratio above the coinage ratio in gold. 
Shall we ignore their ripened exper­ 
ience? Shall we attempt what 
they 
have found utterly impossible? Shall 
it be said that our standard is below 
theirs? 
You cannot build prosperity 
upon a debased or fluctuating currency 
as well undertake to build upon the 
changing sands of the sea. 
“We protest against lowering our 
standard of commercial honor. 
We 
stand against the democratic attempt 
to degrade our currency to the low 
level of Mexico, China, India and Ja­ 
pan. The present high standard of our 
currency, our labor and our flag will 
be sacredly protected and preserved by 
the republican party. 
A defense of the principles enun­ 
ciated by the Monroe doctrine was fol­ 
lowed by the reference to affairs in 
Cuba: “The struggle for Cuban liberty 
enlists the ardent sympathy of the re­ 
publican party—a party which has 
given to liberty its fullest meaning on 
this continent. We wish to see a new 
republic born on Cuban soil greet the 
new century whose dawn is purpling 
the east. 
“My friends, the campaign of 1896 
is upon us. 
The great questions for 
debate in the august forum of the 
United States are free trade and free 
silver against a protective tariff and 
sound money. As we regard our homes 
and our honor, our happiness and pros­ 
perity and the future power and 
majesty of the republic, let us dedi­ 
cate ourselves to the restoration of a 
protective tariff which shall be genu­ 
inely American and the maintenance 
of an honest standard of value with 
which to measure the exchanges of the 
people. 
“A distinguished republican has said 
that the supreme desire of the Ameri­ 
can people is for an “honest currency 
and a chance to earn it by honest toil.” 
Mr. Fairbanks address was liberally 
applauded throughout. 
Certain parts 
of it were especially cheered, not only 
by the convention, but by the immense 
audience in the galleries. 
The recommendation of the national 
committee as to the temporary officers 
was concurred In. and the additional 
officers were declared elected. 
Mr. William Lamb of Virginia of­ 
fered the following:

Mo., June 17.—During the 
consideration of the currency question 
by the sub-committee of the commit­ 
tee on resolutions Senator Teller pre­ 
sented four propositions favoring the 
principles of bimetallism for 
which 
the silver men contend, all of which 
were rejected. 
The Colorado senator 
then offered a proposition for the free 
coinage of American silver. 
In doing 
so he said that the resolution was not 
his, that he offered it by request. He 
said that he was not an advocate of 
the policy embodied in the proposi­ 
tion, but that it had been asserted that 
the party would accept silver coinage 
restricted to the American 
product, 
hence he decided that the committee 
should pass upon it. 
As for himself, 
he would only vote for it in lieu of ab- 


resumption of specie payments in 1879;

Evans of Chippewa Falls, as deans of 
the convocations. 
This is the first council held outside 
of Milwaukee In twenty-five years and 
there waB some fear that It would not 
he as largely attended as those of the 
past but Bishop Nicholson said that 
the council was the most largely at­ 
tended in his recollection.
